A By-Law to provide for borrowing the sum of 
$2,725.00 upon the credit of the Municipality at 
large, 

WHEREAS, it is expedient that there should be 
borrowed by ‘the Town of Edmonton the sum of 
$2725.00 in order to pay the cost of acquiring, for 
the purpose of widening a portion of Queen Street 
in the said Municipality, all the westerly portion of 
Lot V or 40 in Block Number One, in River Lot 10, 
in the Town of Edinonton, having a frontage on 
Jatper Avenue of twenty-seven feet three inches, 
more or legs. and being bounded on the east by the 
production southerly to Jasper Avenue of the cast- 
erly boundary ot Queen Street as it is abutted upon 
by the residue of said Block Number One (1).

NORTHWEST WHEAT. 

The Northwest government has 
written to the board of trade as follows: 
“It has been suggested thaf the pre- 
sent Manitoba grain standards do not 
do full justice to the wheat raised in 
the Northwest Territories, and that it 
would be advisable that a series of 
analyses should be made upon wheat 
grown in representative districts of the 
Territories, in order to determine the 
value of the same for milling purposes.”

This is already done’ toa great extent 
in England, with the result that the 
farmer is being recognived as’ poxseas- 
ing the influence which his importatice 
as a wealth producer justly entitles 
him to, and which if wisely directed 
will compel those who handle his pro- 
ducts to deal fairly with him without 
consulting their inclination. 

We have honestly earned the re- 
putation of being ignorant blockheads 
without sufficient intelligence to com- 
bine to protect outselves; nevértheless 
as you Mr. Editor have remarked wé 
are the backbone of the country, all 
other men are depsident on us, yet 
we have hitherto completely failed to 
realize thé pewer and influence we 
ean exert if we choose to act in 
harmony with one another. 

In Ontario last August live hogs 
were bought at 64¢ per Ib., but in 
October the pork packers dropped the 
price to.44e, although the English and 
American markets were fairly steady.
